her divorced mother. Sherri, at Ko-

. the time she was 5 or 6 until shortly 
before the Feb. 28, 1993, raid by 
federal agents, described the 
group’s plan for suicide. “It was 
also accepted that the best way to 
shoot yourself if necessary in this 
bottle with Babylon was to put the 
gun into your mouth back to the soil 
spot above your throat before 
pulling the trigger," recalled Kiri, 
whose mother died in the April 19 
fire that ended Korcsji’s standoff 
with.fcderal authorities.

Birthday leads Dole to fend off age questions

' Still, with political opponents in-

■ would probably rather skip this 
birthday. 

If elected president. Dole would 
be 73 at foe time of his Inaugura- 
/ tibn, foe oldest president ever to cn- 
ter the White House. The record- 


holder is Ronald Reagan, who took 
office at 69 and was 77 when his 
, two terms ended. 

The age. question has percolated 
quietly since Dole began his bid for 
foe Republican nomination to, run 
against baby-'boomcr President 
Clinton. 

It emerged more pointedly 'when 
rival Lamar Alcxondcr suggested 
Dole was from the wrong genera- 
tion to lead America in the new 
century. Dole aides called that a. 
de^ratc bid for advantage. 


Dole defies any stereotype of a 
senior citizen, and his campaign 
has tried to neutralize foe age issue 
by promoting him os seasoned and 
steady against a wobbly and inex- 
perienced Clinton. 

"The bottom line is voters elect 
presidents on the basis of leader- 
ship. character and philosophy," 
said Dole deputy campaign manag- 
er Bill Lacy. - ' 

Despite a World Wor II injury 
that rendered his right arm all but 
useless. Dole is robust — keeping 


long hours In his demanding role os 
■ Senate mojority leader, arriving by 
8 o.m. ond staying for late night 
sessions, then hitting the campoign 
trail when the Senate is not In ses- 
sion. 

The tall, trim Kansan uses a 
ireadmill several times a week, has 
few streaks of gray in his hair and 
says he has had no Resurgence of 
his 1991 prostate cancer.

in a search of Foster’s office on 
July 22. 1993t two days afier the 
deputy White House counsel was 
found dead of a self-inflicted gun- 
shot wound in a Virginia pork.

Fed's midyear outlook to Congress, 
he cited a number of recently encour- 
aging signs. that the economy had 
regained its footing. 

The comments were in contrast to 
Greenspan’s own warnings June 20 
that the risks of a recession had 
increased. Tliose statements were fol- 
lowed on July 6 by the first interest 
rate cut by the Federal Reserve in 
nearly three years. 

The liny quarter-point reduction in 
the federal fun^ rate was matched by 
a similar cut i^ommcrctal banks' 
prime lending rmc, meaning lower 
borrowing costs for millions of 
Americans. Financiol markets suigcd 
huge rallies with the Dow surging 


over the 4,700-level as investors 
believed more rate cuts were in store. 

Greenspan’s comments cam.e os he 
delivered the Fed’s twicc-a-yenr eco- 
nomic outlook to Congress. 

The new Fed forecast predicted the 
economy would slow to growth of 
around 1.5 percent to 2 percent this 
year but rebound next year to around 
2.5 percent growth, considered the 
optimum rate to keep unemployment 
low without inflationary pressures. 

Analysts said apparently the central 
bank been persuaded that a string 
of more favorable reports on employ- 
mem. consumer spending and indus- 
trial production have greatly lessened 
the threat of a recession.

Government report finds 
smoking bn rise with 8th graders 


, NEW YORK (AP) — Occasional or regular ciga- 
' rette smoking by eighth graders has jumped to 19 per- 
cent. an increase of nearly one-third over the past 
three years, according to a govcmmcnt-fundcd survey 
dftecn drug use. , ' 

Smoking is also on the rise omong 1 0th and 1 2th 
graders, although (he increases arc slightly lower in 
those groups, the survey found. 

The findings come at a time when the .Clinton 
administration is considering tougher regulations bn 
cigorpttes to combat what it calls the “pediatric dis- 
ease" of smoking. ^ 

Lloyd D. Johnston, who directed the survey for (he 
National Institute on Drug Abuse, said the' findings 
were a warning that the next generation of Amcricon' 
adults could facirig rising rates of lung cancer, heart 
disease and other smoking-rclatcd diseases. 

"Cigarette smoking is the largest preventable cause 
of early death,’.' he said. “To see that serious a bchov- 
ior starting to grow among our children is very dis- 
turbing. l^erc is no question that that will cause an 
enormous amount of unncccssaiy disease and deoth.” 
Johnston is a social psychologist at the Univeraity bf 
Michigan’s Survey Research Center. 

The survey provides solid confirmation of earlier 
.studies, said Michael Eriksen, director of the surgeon 
general's Office on Smoking and Health m the 


Centers for Disease Control ond-Prevention. 

"There is absolutely no question that teen smoking 
rates are on the rise,” Eriksen said. "The oniy people 
who ore denying this are spokespersons for the tobac- 
co industry. They have the audacity to quote CDC 
data, suggesting that our dau shows smoking declin- 
ing." • • 

The industry and its allies in Congress have been 
distorting (he meaning of CDC data to claim that 
there has been a 10 percent drop in teen smoking. 
Eriksen said. 

Brennan Dawson, a spokeswoman for the Tobocco 
Institute, did not challenge the new findings, but she 
did argue that the (rends in teen smoking ore uncicor. 
“There are conflicts in some of these studies.” she 
said. 

Dawson said the new survey “is certainly of con- 
cern and disappointing, but it points to a much 
broader social issue, because the increases in illegal 
drug use and (he soflening of risk and disapprovol 
of d^rugs are so much higher than any changes in 
smoking." , 

The latest findings arc from Johnston's 20lh annual 
government-funded survey of teen drug and tobacco 
use. The survey was initially limited to high school 
seniors, but 8th graders and lOlh graders were added 
in 1991. . » 


Feds release more marijuana research 


ARLINGTON, Va. (AP) — Twice as many teen- 
agers wind up in emergency rooms for using marijuana 
os for heroin and cocaine combined, the government 
saidWei^e^y. 

New research also indicates women who smoke mari- 
juana during pregnancy may jeopardirc their children’s 
brain development — but the effects are so subtle moth- 
ers may not realize the consequences of their drug use. 

The data ore part of a government campaign to change 
marijuana’s image from-ihat of the beni^ 1960s drug to 
an addictive killer that'*American children are using 
more and more often. 

'Marijuana is “a very dangerous drug that can well 
cause you to fight for your health and your very life iii a 
hospital emergency room,” said Lee Brown, .die White 
House drug policy coordinator. 

Government figures show marijuana’s popularity 
among techs is on the rise. Use among eighth graders 
has doubled since 1991, and a third of high school 
seniors say they smoked pot at least once in 1994, 

In 1993, 4,293 teens aged 12 to 17 were treated in 
emergency rooms afler using marijuana, ys. 1 ,583 ca^ 
involving ebdofne ond 282 involving heroin, Brown said. 

The federal survey of 350 hospitals doesn’t iden- 
tify the teens’ diagnoses, but fharijuana has been 


linked with everything from hcortbeat fluctuations 
..Jo'carcrashes. 

But the big question is whether marijuana is really 
biologically damaging. About a* dozen protesters at the 
meeting called marijuana a benign drug that coses pain 
and some additional symptoms of AIDS and other fatal 
diseases. The Clinton administration says there's no 
proof and rejects calls for more medicinal marijuana use 
. — but Wednesday's meeting was to look at (he drag in 
healthy people. 

A Canadian study unveiled Wednesday indicolcs mar- 
ijuana use during pregnancy may hurt the chndren"s 
eventual cognitive functioning/’ 

Behavioral psychologist Peter Fried followed ISO 
children, :including 35 who were exposed to marijuana 
before blnh, for 15 years. Up to age 3. they showed no 
effects from marijuana. But by age 4, the marijuano- 
expos^ children tegan to slow sli^t lapses in mcmoiy 
and perception skills when compared to their counter- 
parts. 

More intriguingfscientists said, ore preliminary data 
indicating that by ages 9 to 12, these children hod signtf- 
icont difficulty with "executive function,” the ability to 
weigh complex information and reason through alterno- 
tives to a decision.

BOSTON — A new study contradicts research that found CTvironmcntnl 
factors influence the development of cleft palates, a common birth defect. 

• In a study published last year, rcst^hers followed women who had pro- 
duced 0 baby with any of 24 difTcrcfltbirth defects and found that their risk 
of having a second child with the same defect was cut in half if they moved 
toanewtown. ■ 

.--The authors of the ncw.study. looked at 4J89. women who had a baby 
with a cleft palate between 1952 and 1987 and found that 3 percent of those 
who moved had another child with a cleft palate, the same percentage os 
those who stayed in the same town. 

ITic study also demonstrated the strong role of genetics in the develop- 
ment of cleft palates. Among those who chose different fathers for their sec- 
ond children, less than half of 1 peroent had the birth defect. 

Shuttle becomes maternity ward, nursery 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — As Discovery heads into its home stretch, 
biologists eagerly await the spaceship’s silent, thriving cargo: 123 unborn 
rats, 36 fish embtyos and 54 worrhs-tumed-moths. 

They’re all part of reproductive and developmental studies intended to 
shed light on the ultimate goal — bearing and raising children in space. 

"There’s not one person at NASA who will ever tell you there’s anything . 
ofTlcial planned, because there isn’t anything officially planned for people to 
reproduce in space;’’ said Jeffrey Alberts, a blologicarpsychologist at 
Indiana University. "But you don’t have to be much of a visionary to think 
you might be part of something, someday, that might be the herald of such.” 
The five Discovery astronauts, meanwhile, completed their work 
Wedne^y with a Naval Rcsearch'Laboratory camera designed to calculate 
and record the location of every frame of video taken of Earth, and with r 
Defense Department device that monitors shuttle jet plumes.

“He should have said end it. You 
can't mend it,” said California Gov. 
Pete Wilson, who is backing a pro- 
posal to terminate race and gender 
preferences .in hiring, contracts and 
admissions at the University of 
Dilifbmia. 

- Senate Majority Leader Bob Dole, 
R-Kan., said, “This ts not a difficult 
issue. Discrimination is wrong. And 
preferential treatment is wrong, too.” 

Sen. Phil Gramm, R-Texos, said 
Clinton “is committed to solving the

Dole said he would offer legisla- 
tion next week “to- get the federal 
government oiit of the group-prefer- 
ence business.”

Twenty years later, those 
who supported the war in ius time, and espe-' 
dolly those who fought it. have reason to be 
discontented: They were sacrificed by .their 
government, treated with contempt by their 
country's elite and must suffer the indignity 


of watdring President Clinton - who dodged 
the draft, undermined the war from the safety 
of foreign soil and pronounced himsclf“vin- 
djcaicd” by McNamara’s treatist: - clasp 
Vietnam to. his bosom. 

This is not the first time Americans hove 
lost a war, if “lost” is the proper term. Ask 
anyone living below the Mason-Dixon line 
who won the Civil War; Us or Them? The 
second half of the 19th century was acon- 
tinuous .season of healing. Rccon.struciion 
was intended to rehabilitate the South, and 
leaders on both sides (Lee and Grant in par- 
ticular) were continually seeing evidence of 
reconciliation, of growing regional harmo- 
ny. of deepening links between the onetime 
antagonists. But while peace may have, 
reigned, gladness did not, and the “healing” 


between the Union and the Rebefs remains 
ambiguous. 

Tlmsc who see healing around the comer 
for Vietnam, please take note. The passage of 
time docs not promote healing, nor docs 
power politics; it only postpones reckoning. 

History is a matter of consensus for ius win- 
ners. but an unfinished chapter for the losers. 
Precedents are upset, clocks arc turned back, 
grievunce.s are nursed through decades and 
epochs. Diplomatic recognition ends a period 
in our history, but it scarcely settles the argu- 
ments over Vietnam for all time.

Kids, sex and religion: A matter outside politics

Few matters excite people’s 
emotions moro-than concerns about 
their kids. That’s why the political 
dcboie is full of references to “our 
children’s future” and “our kids’ 
values." 

But two other subjects run a 
close race when it comes to emo- 
tive power, .One is sex. The other is 
religious faith. 

It’s thus not surprising that there 
has been an. explosion of contro- 
versy around issues that our politi- 
cal vocabularv blan^ refers to as 
“values questions.',' The values 
debate is where eoneems about 
kids, religion and sex all come 
together. At the heart of the debate 
is the country's efTort to figure out 
what kids should be taught and 
where they should be taught It, 
how the freedoms er^’oyed by 
adults impinge u()on the environ- 
ment in which children grow Up, 
and what role religious faith plays 
in keeping our values straight. 

This is the context in which the ' 
recent fights over the role of reli- 
gion in the public schools should 
be understood. The polls suggest 
that a lot of America's parents 

• worry that the lessons they teach 
kids at home will be contradicted 
by the world outside - especially 
on television and in the movies, on 
the Internet and in the schools. 

Parents sense that they have less 
direct control over what their kids 
will learn than parents did even a 
generation ago. Parents probably 
feel this way in every age, but- ' ' ' 

technological change gives today;? 

anxieties a certairi validity. Thes<5 
worries go well beyond the 
precincts of the religious right, ' 
though fears about kids have a lot 
to do with why the religious right 
has become powerful. 

The debate over what the public 
schools shouM say about religion 
hits alt -the nerves because the ethi- 
cal beliefs parents try to impart to 
their children are usually roored- 
directly or indirectly in a religious 
tradition - and that can be true 
even in rather secular families. 

Parents trying to fight for^ little 
more religidn in the public schools 
thus sec themselves as trying to 
^oke the ethical and spiritual tone 
qf the places where their kids 
^pend so much time more compati- 
ble with the moral ambiance of the. 
home. It’s no shock thaMhis battle 
is especially important for the mil- 
pons of American parents for 
^hom faith in God is, literally, the

within (he public schools lo be an 
act of self-defense. For them, it |s 
an eflbrt to hold the line some- 
where - anywhere - for what they

Pushed to its limits, this is an 
irresolvable conflict. What seems 
perfectly fair to one side (religion's 
place is,in the home, not the public 
school) seems to.thc other an eflbrt 
to marginalize faith. What. seems to 
one set of combatants to be a mat- 
ter of simple respect for minority 
rights looks to the other side to be 
yet another imposition of govern- 
ment power against religious peo- 
ple. 

But pushing matters to the limit 
is precisely what a free society 
cannot do. Friends of religious lib- 
erty, including America’s . i 


Founders, understood that perse- 
cution and religious wars hap- 
pened precisely when believers 
and unbelievers, or believers in 
diflcrcnt faiths, pushed their oppo- 
nents too far. This is an issue on 
which moderation, for from being 
the wimpy option, is both coura- 
geous and practical. 

Friends of religious expression 
thus have to accept that public 
institutions need to go out ofiheir 
way to avoid imposing religious 
beliefs or practices on ihqse who 
don't believe in them. Jewish or 
Muslim or Hindu children cannot 
be mode to feel out of place in pub- 
lic institutions, Convening individ- 
, uals to a faith, or a society to better 
values, is a personal, social and 
cultural task in which govern- 
ment's role is necessarily limited. 

But friends ofchurch-siaiu scjia- 
ration need to respect the right of 
believers to express their faith in 
public. President Clinton expressed . 
the delicacy of this bolanciitg act 
well last week when he declared 
that “religion has a proper place in 
public bccRiisc the public square 
belongs to all Americans." 
Believerlttn tolerance should also 
be more tolerant than they often lire 
of the sense of cmbattlcmcni expe- 
rienced by so many religious pco- 
plc. 

Above all, politicians have to 
stop pretending thSt religious-free- 
dom amendments or school-prayer 
statutes will magically resolve the 
anxieties parents feel about the 
values their kids arc imbibing. Wc 


live in a society whose television 
shows.-movics and entertainments 
color far more to adults than to 
kids. If wc think there's something . 
wrong with that, we should 
citongc our habits and get the 
entertainment companies to 
change theirs.' 

If we don’t want to do that. wc'II 
have to live with our choices and 
stop searching for miracle cures by 
way oflargcly symbolic political 
bailies.

The explosion killed Capt. 
Christopher Williaips, 29, of

. 2nd Battalion, 17th Field Artillery. 

Four reservists from the 1st 
Battalion, I4th Marine Regiment 
and four active duty soldiers at Fort 
Sill were ityured. Five were hospi- 
talized in good condition; three of 
the Marines were treated and 
released.

• BOISE (AP) - Attorney General 
'At Lance on Wednesday said he 
believes the proposed initiative 
burning abortions after the first 13 
weeks of pregnancy is unconstitu- 
tional. 

In a five-page review required 
under state low of all initiatives, 
Lance said the ban violates 
Supreme Court rulings that pre- 
clude, state restrictions on abor- 
tions through the 20th week of 
pre^ioncy and outhorize abortions 
after that time not only to protect 
the life, but also the health, of the 
mother. 

“Abortion is one of the most 
divisive issues this country has 
faced,” wrote Lance, who as a 
state legislator in 1990 voted for 
even more stringent restrictions on 
abortion. 

“To those who arc pro-choice, 
whot is at stake is the right of an 
individual, married or single, to be 
free from unwarranted government 
intrusion,” he wrote, "For those 
who are pro-life, ... legalizing 
abortion is stm'ply authorizing 
' adults,' with'th'e approval of (he ' 
law, to take the lives of children 
not yet bom.” 

But despite the adverse ruling, 
Idaho Citizens Alliance .founder 
Kelly Walton said initiative back- 
ers would probably rewrite the 


proposition in 
response to 
Lance’s cri- 
tique. 

“Wc’rc taking 
a very serious 
look at the 
attorney gener- 
al's /Work,” 
Wqlton said 
shortly after the 
Lanca • review 

' was rclcoscd. 

“It’s clcdx they have dealt with the 
issues -and have issued a wcll- 
thoiight-out Opinion. \Vc \vill prob- 
ably take their recommendations 
into action;” 

Modifications to the initiative 
must be filed by the second week 
in August. Supported must submit 
the signotures of 41,335 registered 
voters by July 5, 1996 to put the 
proposition on the general election 
ballot. 

Citing Supreme Court rulings on ' 
attempts by Missouri* and 
Pennsylvarya to severely j-cstrict 
abortion rights under the original 
1973 Roe V, Wade decision;' 
Lance said (hat the high court 
upheld the right to abortion before 
a fotus is viable and that viability 
occurs in the 21st week of preg- 
nancy. Because the initiative as 
filed precluded abortions after the 


13th week and before the 21st 
week, Lance said it violated that 
Supreme Court constitutional dec- 
laration. 

The attorney general also said 
the proposition violated a second ; 
high court judge by allowing abor- 
tions after the 20th week only to 
save the life of the-mothcr. The 
high court held in those earlier - 
cases that so-called post-viability 
abortions could be performed not- ' 
only to save the life of the mother 
but also to protect her health. 

■hie initiative is the first attempt 
to raise the controversial issuq ' 
since the vvrcnching 1990 abortion : 
battle that ended with then-Gov. 
.Cecil Andrus vetoing a bill that ■ 
banned all abortions except in the 
case of rape or incest immediately 
reported to authorities, severe fetal 
deformity and to protect the physi- 
cal health of the mother. 

Andrus, a Democrat, said the 
proposition, pushed through the 
Legislature by its Republican 
majority, was too restrictive in 
cases of rape and incest and not 
restrictive enough in the case of 
fetal deformity. 

The debate energized the 
Idaho electorate an^produced 
the most sighificant<^mocrotic 
gains at the polls that fall in a 
generation.

Rhoades, her son Ross, 7. and daugh- 
ter Heather, 5. were held hostage for 
obout half on hour until Rhoades gave 
the boys a rifle, pistol and ammunition 
and persuaded the boys to .release her 
and h<T ehildtcn, authorities said. 

Alerted byo91i call from the house, 
deputies drove to the house, ond the 
boys finid more than 1 0 shots, hitting 0 
deity’s car. No one was hutt 

Authorities surrounded the home 
obout 10 a.m. . 

About I p.m., Bass walked outside 


and shot himself in the head about 30 
yards ifom the house, Garfield County 
deputies said. 

Four and a half hours later, Eagle 
County SWAT team members burst 
into the house, but payne wqs not 
there.. 

Officials said he probably either 
slipptK] away when his friend shot him- 
self or during a loud thunderstorm 
.oftcTward. 

Deputies said the youths, believe^o 
be gong members from New Mexico, 
had told relatives previously that “pigs 
deserve 10 die." 

The sheriffs office was alerted to 
the hostage episode, by a 91 1 call and 
hangup at 9:26 o.m. Authorities said 
when the dispatcher phoned the party 
back, the woman who answered — 
Rhoades — said her son had been 
playing with the phone. When asked 
whether eveiything was oil righL she 
said “No” and the call was disconnect- 
.cd. 

When the dispatcher called bock a 
second and third time, the woman 
replied “No" when asked whether 
everything was all right. 

Before deputies reached the home, 
Rhoades was allowed to leave. She and 
her children ran to the home of her 
neighbor, Solly Savage. 


"She was pretty hysterical when she 
got here. She spent about half on hour 
with them," said Savage. She said 
Rhoades told her she was asleep when 
she heard a window break about 9 
a.m., and the boys appeared, demand- 
ing guns and money. 

“■They didn’t have any money, but 
they had guns. She gave them some 
ammunition and a pistol and a .22 rifle 
and then talked them into letting her 
leave," Savage said. 

Deputy Steve Hardesty reached the 
house a short time later and saw a 
young male emerging with a rifle. The 
youth fired at Hardesty, hitting his 
vehicle, the sheriffs office said. 
Hardesty was unhurt. 

Hardesty radioed the license plate 
number from a pickup truck at the resi- 
dence, and authorities learned it was 
stolen from Utah. 

Police and deputies then surrounded 
the home and called in a' SWAT' team 
from Eagle County.

He said Scllncr’s neighbors fee) 
'Scllner,was ambushed in Tuesday's 
roid-ot his . western Montano borne. 
Sellner’s daughter, Pam Sellncr Hood, 
said her father was wounded while he 
was target shooting, not in a gun bat- 
tle with lowmen. 

Lake County ShcrifT Joe Gcldrich 
said his dq>utics ond state agents were 
' trying to coplurc Sellncr peacefully 
when Sellncr spotted them and began 
shooting. Sellncr has been an open 
fugitive, for three years, living at home 
and thrraiening to shoot ony law offi- 


ccTS Who tried to arrest tiim. 

Gcldrich said he has tried for three 
years to persuade Sellncr to surrender 
iii hopes of avoiding an armed siege 
like those that developed when federal 
agents moved against white separatist 
Randy Weaver in Idaho and the 
Branch Davidians in Texas. 

The sheriff said undercover agents 
had been buying lumber at Selincr’s 
sawmill for six weeks, hoping he 
would drop his guard with a customer 
and could be nobbed without violence. 

"That’s what we were doing yester- 
day — waiting lo_go_in_ and_.mnke_ 
another purchase to see if we could, 
get the jump on him — when he spot- 
ted, or thought he spotted, our backup 
team in the woods," he said. 

Gcldrich said Sellncr fired on AR- 
15 assault rifle into the woods ncor 
approaching sheriffs deputies and 
was shot by one of the officers. 

“Wc didn't expect to be fired upon, 
but we knew they were very commit- 
ted and would definitely resist if it 


wasn't done properly,” Gcldrich said. 

Sellncr, 57, was wounded and’his 
sons-in-law, Jason Hood and Ray 
Yates, were arrested at the sawmill 
without resistance, Geldrich said. 
Selincr's wife, Roberta, surrendered 
that night in Kalispcll and was returned 
to Lake County on Wednesday. • 

She and the sons-in-law are cha^t^ 
with obstruction of justice and Were 
held under $50,000 bonds. . . ' 

Sellncr is being held without botld 
on a charge of attempted murder in 
the June 1992 shooting of Missoula 
. County jheriffs deputy. Bob.PnrccU. 
-Sellncr contends he fired in sclf-^ 
defense, even though he fired first. 

. Justice of the Peace John Odlin 
conducted Selincr's initial court 
appearance in his Missoula hospital 
room, informing him of the charges 
and his rights. Deputy Missoula 
County Attorney Fred Van 
.Valkcnburg said Sellncr sat in a chair, 
wore a neck brace and had an intra- 
venous tube in one arm.

BSU business program takes turn at CSI

TWIN FALLS - Pat Brownfield's college 
resume reads like alphabet soup. She has gone to 
LCSC, ISU ond.CSI and will attend BSU. All in 
one location. 

On Wednesday, she was the first one through 
the registration line for Boise State University’s 
new business program offered on the College^of 
Southern Idaho campus. 

The university will stay around long enough 
for thc^tcran junior college student to get a 
business degree. She pIai\^to graduate in 1997, 
and BSU has promised to ofier a strong business 
degree program through the following school 
.year. _ r 

Upper-division degree programs in Twin Falls 
.have been in turmoil since 1992, when Idaho 
State University replaced Lewis and Clark State 
College, which had helped more than 100 stu- 
dents get four-year degrees in Twin Fails. 

After two years, ISU came under heovy criti- ' 


cism for failing to offer a degree program in 
Twin Falls, instead Requiring them to take some 
dosses in PocatcIIorThis winter, the suite Board 
of Education turned over control of the business 
program to BSU. 

Brownfield had a few sharp word.s for ISU 
and tenuitive praise for their successor. 

“I think (BSU) listened last January when 
people told them what they thought of the ISU 
program,” she said, referring to several open 
houses held at the CSI. 

A full-time registered-seed analyst, she found 
it nearly impossible to travel to Pdcatcllo to take 
classes. 

"When 1 work full time I can’t travel a lot," 
she said. “They weren't very flexible for a while. 
If few people showed up, they’d cancel a class.” 

That Won’t happen in the next three years, 
said Bill Ruud, dean of BSU's College of 
Business. Even if only a few students show up,., 
the college will ofTcr a degree program. “I think 
there’s going to be a tremendous group of stu- 
dents in Twin Falls and I don’t think they’ll let 


us down,” he said. "We haven’t read the market- 
place right if only two students show up.” 

If interest doesn't materialize, the university 
will likely change its academic plan for Twin 
Falls after consulting with'.thc Board of 
Education, he said. > • . 

BSU has hired Shari Stroud to coordinate the 
business programs. Stroud, former CSI payroll 
technician, said she would like to enroll 25 stu- 
dents for each of the four classes offered this full 
during the evening. . 

The classes arc: "Principles of Income 
Taxation," tauglit by a commuting BSU profes- 
sor, “Business Communication," taught by a 
commuting ISU professor, “Management 
Organizational Theory,” taught vfq two»way 
video link and “Principles of Marketing,” also 
taught via video link. 

Students can register through the first week of 
.classes. They’ll pay $85 a credit up to an $827 
ceiling. That means credits more than 10 are 
free. Financial aid and registration will be han- 
dled througli CSI. 


Mini-Cassia BLM battles rash 
of small fires; danger escalates

from the Democrats is setting uni- 
form rules for BLM and Forest 
Service land thqt now are separate. 
The GOP said it mokes sure the reg- 
ulations and their implementation ore 
th^ same - which would be far less 
confusing for ranchers and the feder- 
al agencies. 'At a recent hearing, 
ranchers who grazed on both said 
they were frustrated by inconsisten- 
cies. 

But BLM and Forest Service land 
should be managed differently, 
according to Michael Scott, of the 
Wilderness Society's Bozeman, 
Mont., chapter. Most notably, BLM 
land is generally dry and can’t toler- 
ate' as much grazing, but under the 
bill a permittee could lose his lease if 
he leaves the land idle, he said. 

Democrats proposed instituting 
the law on BLM land only and wait- 
ing six months after its efrcctivc date 
- scheduled for March I, 1996 - to 
hear from the Interior and 
Agriculture secretaries on whether 
uniform rules could work. 

Another hot-bulton issue with 
Democrats was what they said is a 
preference in the bill for grazing 
interests above all other use's. 
Republicans said the bill makes 
ranching an “equal use,” but oppo- 
hfiils citcd.scvcral areas where the 
public would be kept out of decision 
making in favor of cattlemen. 

'Local advisory boards may give 
ranchers most of the seats under the 
GOP bill. Republicans said all legiti- 
-mote residents with interests in the 
land will have a say. 

But opponents argue it is unclear if 
environmentalists, timber companies, 
hunters and landowners will only 
hove a token voice. “What about the 
timber guy who needs to build a road 
through grasslands to thE forest but 
had no say on the board? It will be 
interesting to sec the litigation that 
crops up from this bill,” the 


Wilderness Society’s Scott said. 

Provisions in the bill also may 
lead to public land managers telling 
other users to leave because they arc 
scaring the cattle or arc in danger 
from the'caitle, Scott said. ' 

And Bingaman added that if lond 
managers tell ranchers they must 
reduce the number of cattle grazing 
on a certain parcel, the ranchers con' 
appeal and win an immediate stay on 
‘the rule. The government would theii 
have the burden of justifying the 
actfon, while the rancher would not 
have to say why hC'Opposed it. 

' Sen. Bums said the burden should 
fhll on government and that, “ranch- 
. ers understand when they have to get 
off the land for its health, like when 
there's a droii^l. They won't appeal 
unnecessarily.” * 

The division between the senators 
was most apparent when the fee 
issue ihot has plagued the debate 
from the beginning reemerged. 

Sen. Bradley took exception to the 
bill’s change In the formula that 
ranchers have to pay to graze each 
animal (called the animal unit month 
• or AUM). 

It’s expected that the fee would 
rise slightly, but Bradley safd'the 
receipts last year from payments 
based on a S1.61 AUM totalled 550 
million less than the land manage- 
ment program costs the U.S. 
Treasury. TTic average cost to ranch- 
ers on private land is $8.70 per 
AUM, he said. 

In addition, he said Western public 
- lands constitute only 2 percent of the 
anhual U.S. livestock production. 
Eighty-one percent is produced on 
private land in the East, and the 
remaining 17 percent comes from 
private land in ihe Wcst. "Wc have 
very intense feelings about a very 
small amount of livestock produc- 
tion. There has to be a compelling' 
public interest to provide this vast 
subsidy for this little production.”

BURLEY - Fire danger on public 
lands in the Mini-Cassia area have 
reached high ratings, a Bureau of 
Land Management fire officer says. 

“The grass is curing at a rapid 
rate,” BLM Fire Information Officer 
Pam Wallace said. 

The BLM has snuffed out small 
fires daily. The latest was reported 
about 3 p.m. Wednesday south of 
Oakley where a tree hod been struck 
by lightening, Wallace said. The fire 
was minor. Tuesday, fire burned 
through five acres north of Twin 
Falls, she said. 

' The BLM expects to be busy chas- 
ing fires this summ^cr with the wet 
spring nurturing desert grasses to the 
(fillest and thickest the range has 
seen in 15 years, Wallace said. And 
August’s forecast promises above 
average temperatures with average 
precipitation, which.'isn't enough, 
moisture to keep things damp, she 
said.

The fire hazard changes daily, 
Wallace said, depending on the 
weather. Dry thunderstorms that 
produce lightening but no rain arc a 
major threat to the dry range, she 
said, and increase fire danger. 

So far this summer, two other fires 
near Malta in early July blackened 
about 15 acres, Wallace said. 

The U.S. Forest Service reported 
12 fires by this lime last year, most 
of which were started by people, 
Sawtooth National Forest 
spokesman Ed Waldapfel said. So 
far this year, two fires nave occurred 
in the Subleit Division of the 


Sawtooth National Forest and were 
started by lightening strikes, 
Waldapfel said. 

' Fire danger in the forest is moder- 
ate, with grasses in the Magic Valley 
curing faster than higlicr elevations, 
in the north, he said. If dry thunder- 
storms continue, he said, the lower 
elevations with an abundance of 
grosses could pose a high fire threat. 

Waldapfel and Wallace cautioned 
people to be careful with fire on dry 
public lands, making sure campfires 
arc started in a clear area and pul out 
■ before leaving. 

“As grass dries out, an abandoned 
campfire can lead to a real problem," 
Waldapfel said. 

Simply driving a vehicle through 
tall gr^ses can cause a fire, Wallace 
said, because of hot exhaust systems. 
Drivers may not even, realize they 
. have caused a fire, because the grass 
smolders before it ignites, she said. 

Waldapfel also commended the 
public, saying no fireworks related 
fires were reported on National 
Forest lond.

Meanwmie, Wendell Police Chief 
Phil Cowell does not know how 
much money the city will let him 
spend on new equipment because 
neitherhe nor Wendell city ofTieioIs 
have any idea when those expenses 
will become the E911 .boord’s 
responsibility, he said.

Wallace said 
she and her fbllow dispatchers were 
led to believe they “were guaranteed 
a job” at the regional center, when in 
fact, the center has no preferential 
hiring policy for existing local dis- 
patchers. 

Sandner replied that area users of 
the dispatch system - and not hcj- 
set up the hiring process. 

A Gooding city police officer 
asserted that local dispatchers 
already can trace emergency calls 
wjthin a minute through a US West 
service. Sandner said that service 
would not be as reliable or as quick 
as the computerized E91 1 equip- 
ment. “As soon as someone dials 
91 1, that' information will be in.” he 
said. 

Houser contended that the only

Gou^ said he will still be behind the 
regional concept so long as no more 
roadblocks are thrown in its way.

Utahns write White House to keep nuclear testing ban 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Dozens of 
prominent Utahns, including 35 legislators 
and the lieutenant governor, hove signed^- 
angry letters to President Clinton demanding 
he not resume nuclear weapons testing. 

Tile letters were faxed to the White House 
Tuesday and Rep. Bill Orion, D-Uloh, was to 
.deliver copies Wednesday. 

One letter signed by several high-profile 
residents, including former congresswoman 
Karen Shepherd and artificial organ pioneer 
Dr. Willem KolfT, said citizens are "deeply 
olTendcd and angered” by reports lhat the 
Clinton administration is considering allow-

The testing would likely take place at the 
government test site in southern Nevada, less 
than 100 miles upwind from the Utah border.

Japan sought bomb for use on U.S., scientist says 


TOKYO (AP) — Japan’s World War II 
atomic research tchm had no ethical qualms 
about its goal -r- building on atomic bomb 
' and unleashing it on America, a team leader 
said Wednesday. , 

. "We had no doubts about using it if we 
could. No one ever contemplated how terri- 
ble it would be.” physicist Tatsusaburo 
Suzuki, 83. said Wednesday. “Wc were just 
doing our best to put it together.” 

. Suzuki was a leading researcher in 
Japan’s wartime effort to construct an atom- 
ic bomb. He spoke Wednesday in a rare and 
candid explanation of Japan’s World War II 
atomic bomb research. 

Scientists in Japan developed theories of 


how to build a bomb, he said, but never 
came to close to actually making one 
because they lacked money and materials. 

So desperate [were they for parts that mili- 
tary oftlcials discussed scrapping a battle- 
ship and using the steel for the atomic 
experiments, Suzuki said. 

“I was confident at the time we could 
have built a bomb if wc had better equip- 
Tnent,” he said. 

Top military leaders pinned desperate 
hopes on atomic weapons turning the tide of. 
the war in Japori’s favor, Suzuki said. 

The project was supported by Japan’s 
imperial household, and the emperor’s* 
brothers were among the lenders who 


inspected and encouraged their work, he 
said. 

Suzuki was pan of a team of SO scientists, 
culled from Japan’s army and top universities 
to woric on developing the bomb. They made 
about 1 1 ppunds of enriched uranium, he said 
— for shon of what would have been needed 
to produce on atomic weapon. 

Americans found evidence of the project 
aflcr the war and dumped research equipment 
into Tokyo Bay. But few Japanese Imvc pro- 
vided detailed description.': of the program, 
and the Japanese army destroyed all records 
ofthiTprojcctatthccnd_ofthe_war 

Su^ki said thc~ formulas thc~Unitcd Slates 
used to create the atomic explosions over 


Hiroshima and Nagasaki were similar to 
what his team had worked out. 

He said none of the .scientists working with 
him on the Japanese atomic bomb ever men- 
tioned any ethical concerns about their pro- 
ject. 

His attitude changed, he .said, when he vis^ 
iled Hiroshima and Nugasaki.-shortly aflcr 
they were devastated in August 1945 in the 
world's only atomic attacks. . 

“AAcr seeing that destruction, I am of the 
firm opinion tliat atomic weapons. should not 
have been used.” he said. “If you saw the 
w om en a nd childr en of Hiroshimn.nnd, 
Nagasaki dying, weeping for water, you 
would feel the same way.” A quiet, soff-spo- 


.kep man who became a tc.iehcr and a college 
dean after Japan’s surrender. Suzuki has been 
mostly silent about ilie atomic project since 
the war.

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Is high-tech 
hunting wave 
of future? . 


Will the arrival of high-tech equip- 
ment to hunting make man a super 
predator? 

Unlikely, but there is little doubt that 
sophisticated electronics, are making on 
entry into the sport of hunting. Follow- 
ing is a list of “affordable" high tech 
products,, for the outdoorsman; in my 
book, affordable is about the price of the 
average "off the shelf ' rifle. 

• Triple sensor ^st w.atch. Equipped 
with electronic sensors that measure 
temperature, barometric pressure, and 
altitude, the watch olso features a digital 
compass. For around $190, It olso has a 
memory for measurements and a graph 
readout for altitude and barometric pres- 
sure. Yes, it does tell time and sports a 
fUlt function stop wotch. The only draw- 
back on this item may be learning to use 
all of the functions. 




• Electronic action ears. This item al- 
lows sportsmen to hear game noises 
hundreds of feet away by amplifying the 
sound. It may have more oppeal for ag- 
ing hunters, but for $200, I’m not con- 
vinced there’s much more worth hearing 
anyway. 

• Chronographs. Instruments to mea- 
sure bullet velocity have been around for 
years, but they are now more affordable 
and accurote than ever .before. A 
portable chronograph costs less than 
SI 00 and it can give valuable informa- 
tion about your rifle and load during a 
day at the range. Unfortunately, even a 
chronograph can not make a poor rifle 

. shoQLaccurately. 

• Two-way FM-radios. Availobility of 
more PM frequencies by the FCC for 
generarpublio, use, coupled with a drop 
in electronic i^ces, has now put quality 
FM two->vay;ndios within the reach of 
most outdqor^en.

A tour through 
the Sawtoothis leads 
to the heart of Idaho

STANLEY - The Sawtooth Moun- 
tains, arguably the most impressivb 
range In Idaho, reach halfWay to heav- 
en Song the west side of Highway 75. 

The moimtains, jagged os a row of 
broken bottles, are home to elk and 
black bear - but humans are visitors 
who cannot remain. The peaks, passes 
and lower slopes ore laced with trails 
that lead hikers away.fro.m modem 
civilization, to places where money 
has no value. 

Many trails ore steep, and most are 
fairly long. Trail junctions ore widely 
separated, so day hikers often have to 
settle for an out-and-back excursion 
along the same route. 

For strong day hikers, or folks look- 
ing for a moderate overnight outing, 
there's a 17.5-mile loop that winds 
through the heart of the -Sowtooth's 
lake district. 

Mile for mile, the trail from Penit 
Lake, to Toxaway Lake, then on to 
Twin Lakes and Alice Lake is among 
the finest in Idaho. 

“It’s one of, the better loops in the 
Sawtooths, that’s for sure,” says Ed^ 
Cannady_hackcountry ranger for the 
Sawtooth National Recreation Area. 
"It’s a fairly easy trip and, even if you 
don't get all the way, you're still camp- 
ing at an exquisite mountain lake." 

The trail at Pettit Lake is wide and 
impossible to lose. It’s covered with an 
inch or two of powdery soil that’s been 
pulverized by the hooves of countless 
horses and mules; many of the big 
prints are plainly visible in the dust. 

' After about 400 yards, the trail forks 

- with the left branch heading toward. 
Twin Lakes dnd the right branch 
climbing toward Toxaway Lake. 

The trail toward Toxaway sur- 
mounts a small ridge and enters the 
Sawtooth Wilderness Area. The path 
runs t^ugh a shady lodgepole pine 
forest L but the view opens occasional- 
ly to encompass huge sweeps of 
rough-hewn rock. 

Hikers pass Farley Lake after a few . 
hours and the scenety takes on a decid- 
edly alpine character. Slashing aretes 
of stone, vast scree slopes and stunted 
trees dominate the heights; water flows 
in dozens of tiny streams. 

Chipmunks’ and ground squirrels 
• scuttle nervously across the trail. 
Grumpy-sounding ducks swim to the 
far edge of. their ponds, or,, take wing ' 
when interlopers venture too close. 
Glassy-eyed deer browse in lush 
glades. 

After about seven miles, Jtikers ar- 
rive at Toxaway Lake - the largest 
body of water, in the Sawtooth back- 
country. At 8,323 fe^ the lake is os 
cold as a frozen daiquiri. 

It’s a deeply compelling place that 
beckons weary wayforera lO stop for 
the night. At sunset, the view to the 
east is dominated by the White Cloud 
Mountains - which glow as if lit by a 
ghostly inner light 

A post-dinner walk revepls prints of 
big cats in mud along the lake; black 
beara also are likely nearby. Clean- 
camp etiauette is essential, especially 
when cooldng and storing food. 

On the morrow, hikera.C8n boof.an-_ 
other 1,000 feet up to Snowyside Pass 

- where the- trail teeters horizontally 
for a few steps before plunging down- 
.hill'toward Twin Lakes. 

Gusts of wind come and go through 
the gap, but the. view never falters. -

Turquoise lakes glisten languorously 
in the depths and ranks of green trees 
march uphill before giving way to 
slate-colorcd slopes of scree. Low 
shrubs, succumbing to the cold, lick 
the hillsides with ragged tongues of 
red and yellow. 

Dozens of peaks, like folded-back 
rows of sharks’ teeth, poke holes in the 
sky. Some of the faces present acres of 
smoothly polished stone, others ore os 
rough as a pile of mbble. 

. Even at the pass, where conditions 
ore raw and harsh, there Is life. Indus- 
trious picas scamper among loose 
rocks and a few hardy trees eke out a 
tenuous existonce, 

There is death, too. Fallen trees litter , 
the trail - some of them,^huge, grey 
hulks speckled with knots and encir- 
cled by slow, spiraling cracks. 

The trail to' Twin Lakes falls away 
sharply, angling across a steep open 
slope before entering the trees. The 
lakes, separated by an improbably thin 
spit of land, lie at the southern end of 
Snowyside Pass. About a half mile be- 
yond Twin Lakes,' hikers encounter

PHOENIX (AP) — Ramona 
Downs has already lost cattic-to 
the mountain lions and bears that 
prowl the juniper and brush-cov- 
ered hills of her eastern Arizona 
ranch. 

Now she's appalled that federal 
officials want to reintroduce the 
Mexican gray wolf — after an ab- 
sence of more than 60 years — 
into an area she considers her 
backyard. 

“It’s going to be. a danger .not 
only to livestock but also recre- 
ation," said Downs, a cattle ranch- 
er for 50 years. “We have campers, 
hikers and a lot of hunters that 
come here. All we need is another 
predator." 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice proposes to release' the wolves 
into the Arizona and New Mexico 
wilds where they were hunted to 
near extinction in the early 1900s 
to rhake way for cattle and live- 
stock ranching. 

The move fellows similar efTorts 
to replenish 4he species in Ameri- 
ca’s northern Rockies, where 
wolves released in Yellowstone 
National Park and centra] Idaho 
have hardly been welcomed by 
ranchers nearby. 

Plans for wolf recovery in the 
Blue Range area that straddles the 
Arizona-New Mexico line have 
^ brewed for almost lOycars. 

A draft environmental impact 
statement, released last month, pre- 
cedes a flnal decision by the U.S. 
Department of the Interior. A nod 
from the federal agency means the 
wolves could., be roaming the area 
by 1997, said Rory Aikens, 
spokesman for the Arizona Game 
and Fish Department. 

' The public has three months to 
comment on the move.' ‘ 

Biologists hope that the -two to 
three pairs of wolves to be released 
will breed as they adopt to the 
nigged wilderness in holding pens 
,and eventually fill the;7,000 
square-mile area with 100 free- 
vranging wolves by the year 2004, 

' he said. 

There are about 88 coptive gray , 
wolves in the United States, two of' 
them in Phoenix. 

Arizona wildlife officials have 
closely watched the release of 
wolves in Wyoming and Idaho,

where the vyolves were fitted with 
transmitters so they could be 
tracked from the air and ground. 

Two of the 29 wolves have been 
killed for feeding on livestock and 
authorities predict more will fol- 
low. — , 

The impact statement says ranch- 
es would be allowed to kill any 
wolves seen toking livestock, but 
they have to report the deaths with-' 
in 24 hours. They also can “harass" 
wolves' on their property to chase 
theft! ofT. 

“You're dealing with an animal 
out there and this sounds like a real 
■simplistic solution,” said David Kin- 
caid, a member and former presi- 
dent of the New Mexico Wool 
Grower's Association, a group of 
400 ranchers. “Just because I have a 
kill, doesn’t mean you have the 
problem solved. You can keep 
killing wolves and still have losses." 

One group coiled Defenders of 
Wildlife has ofTered to pay ranch- 
ers for their livestock.losses from a 
$100,000 fund it has collected, but 
cottle growers say it won’t be 
enough. 

"That will run out just like that," 
said C.B. “Doc" Lane, director of 
natural resources and grower af- 
fairs for the Arizona Cattle-Grow- 
er’s Association. u i 


Lane's group has accepted the 
recovery plan but doesn't whole- 
heartedly embrace it, he said. 

“We have spent millions of dol-. 
lors trying to stop evolutionary 
processes and trying to reintroduce 
them to save the warm and fuzzy 
species." said Lane, who is also o 
rancher. “I'd rather see that money 
go somewhere else. I'm not sure 
we have our priorities straight.” 

At least one animal rights group 
believes the project will stir up the 
same snags that led to the wolPs 
eradication in the mid-l930s. 

“They will be persecuted, 
slaughtered, and tortured to death 
exactly as they always were," said 
Jane Schwerin, president of People 
for Animals in the Prevention of 
Cruelty and Neglect, Inc., a.Tuc- 
son-based coalition with about 200 
members. 

However, Bobbie Hotaday, ex- 
ecutive director for Preserve Ari- 
zona’s Wolves, said she thinks 
people are changing their minds 
about wolves. The leader of the 
group, known as PAWS, regularly 
gives talks at schools and -commu- 
nity groups about the species. 

“It’s a sign that we can accept an 
animal like the wolf tHat is a 
predator and realize it is' not all 
that bad," said Holoday.

The ammunition industry has 
been searching for a replacement for 
lead since it became obvious the tra- 
ditional shot would be banned, as it 
was during the 1980s. Lead is toxic 
to umterfowl, which pick it up and 
swallow U while, feeding on roots 
and animols from pond b^ottoms. It 
also is toxic to raptors, such as ea- 
gles, who finish off and eat the wa- 
terfowl dying of lead poisoning. 

Bismufo, on the other hand, is the 
primoiy ingredient in popular reme- 
dies for stomach disorders. 

‘To date, there has been no indi- 
cation that bismuth-tin is toxic to 
waterfowl,” said Paul Schmidt, chief 
. of the service's Migratory Bird 
Management Office. 

Rnal approval to use bismuth this 


season is expected in August. 

The service gave temporary ap- 
proval for the use of bismuth-tm 
shot for the lailerpa^ofthc 1994-95~ 
season after 'The Bismuth Cartridge 
Co. of Dallas submitted data from an 
initial shorl-tcnn test that showed no 
toxicity. 

It now has proposed to extend the 
temporary approval for the entire 
1995-96 season. 

For permanent approval, the com- 
pany must submit the results of a 
chronic 1.4-wcck toxicity test in cold 
weather using a nutritionally defi- 
cient diet and a chronic dosage study 
that includes reproductive assess- 
ment. 

“All the physical testing and the 
observation is complete now and the 
many thousands of tests based on the 
many hundreds of samples will be 
processed and completed and report- 
ed on by the end of the first quarter 
of *96.’’ said Bismuth Cartridge vice 
president W.M. Skutch Mason.

If you 
translate that to o bird, it only 
amounts to a 2- or 3-inch adjust- 
ment in your lead. Steel requires an 
adjustment of 17 to 20 inches, you 
can shoot bismuth just like you do 
lead.”

groups say that is premature. 

U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
spokeswoman Sharon Rose said 
the decision to hold the meeting 
in Canada’s Kootenay National 
Park was made to learn how bears 
are handled in the Canadian 
Rockies. " * 

"It’s nothing to do with trying 
to gel away from Yellowstone," 
she said. 

But the Interagency Grizzly 
Bear Committee has attempted to 
bar the public from such discus- 
sioiTs'in the past. 

Environmentalists challenged 
the decision to bar the public 
from a committee meeting in a 
Montana state building in Jan-, 
uary, arguing the stale open meet- 
ings law required meetings in 
state buildings to be open. The 
committee then agreed to open 
the meeting but removed the griz- 


zly delisting from the agenda. 

The decision to move the dis- 
cussion to Canada apporcntly will 
dissuade some public observers.' 
Sierra Club representative Lany 
Mehlhaff of Sheridan, Wyb., said 
his organization cannot afTord the 
trip.

Sportfishing for sharks gains 
popularity off California coast

MIDDLETOWN. Po. — Drift- 
ing along the broad, shallow 
expanse of the Susquelyinna River, 
Bob Clouscr extracts the odd-look- 
ing doohickey that has made him a 
legend in the world of fly-fishing.

^ Swanson unfurls his fly line and, 
in the next hnlf-hour.-Jands three 
more smallmouths, a couple of 
them 15 inches long far bigger 
than the fish that resided in the 
river before people like Clouscr

"Boy, that just makes my day,

first fish like that, catching some-

Clouscr exclaims. “That was won- 
derful. It’s all mystery. You show 
this fly and you don’t know what 
will be on the other end — a six- 
inchcr or a lunker.

Texas offshore fishing hot, heavy in summer

SABINE PASS. Texas — As the 
center-console boat droned across 
the gentle swells, the Gulf of 
Mexico’s green water become clear- 
er by degrees.

The onglcrs in this particular boot 
prepare a variety of fishing tackle to 
battle everything from lordly kings 
to bottom-dwclli'ng snappers and 
two-pound bluefish. 

It’s summertime. in the Gulf of 
Mexico, and the fishing is easy. An 
incredible assortment of migrant 
game fish inhabit the Texas Gulf 
this time of year, mixing with, 
devouring and being devoured by 
resident denizens. 

Several years ago when Lynn 
Baitarbcc of Pott Arthur was fishing 
the blue water, houling up big 
ambcrjacks, he hooked a fish that 
produced the usual bullish amber- 
jack fight. Then the line started 
rapidly for the surface. ’ ' 

About 30 yards from Bottarbcc s 
anchored 23-foot boat, an enormous 
blue marlin leaped high into the air. 
.thc-3Q-pound ambctjack clampcd.in. 
its jaws. The marlin quickly stripped 
all the line off Baiiarbce’s bottom 
fishing rig and was last seen headed 
roughly in the direction of Cuba. 


Though glamorous heavyweights 
like the mighty marlin inhabit the 
Gulf, the odds of landing one in 
Texas waters' are slim. When-it 
comes to sluggers in the lighter 
weight classes, the summer Gulf is 
an endless brawl. 

For inland anglers traveling to the 
coast, offshore action takcs.two 
basic forms. There’s the party boat 
and the charter boat. 

Party boats arc large, safe, lum- 
bering croft that may cany as many 
as 100 anglers at a time. Pony boats 
have several advantages. They’re 
inexpensive (S25 to S60 per person, 
depending on length of the trip) and 
comfortable. 

Most have shaded decks and air- 
conditioned orcos where you can 
escape the heat of summer dol- 
drums. Some boats have a galley 
that sells food and drinks to anglers. 

.Pariy.boats.devclopcd. around. a 
tourist trade that generally seeks a 
brief fishing excursion on the Gulf 
but is not eager for a daylight-to- 
dark offshore marathon. 


FARMINGTON (AP) — The 
planned construction this fall of a 
SI million fish ladder on the 
Colorado River near Grand 
Junction. Colo., could help-save 
the endangered Colorado squaw- 
fish. 

Construction of a divcision-dam 
fish ladder 'could begin by fall. 
The ladder would allow the 
squawfish to- swim farther up the 
Colorado River to belter breeding 
waters. 

If the project is successful, simi- 
lar ladders could be built on the 
San Juan River between 
Farmington and Shiprock, where 
ilie'cndangcred fish also have been 
found. 

“We want to see If the fish arc 
oclually going to use it,” Larry 
Crist, 0 fisheries biologist for the 
U.S. Bureau of Reclamation, said. 
“We would never nctuolly request 
(fish ladders) until we start com- 
ing up with some good informa- 


tion showing there would be some 
benefits." 

The Colorado squawfish is on 
the government’s list of endan- 
gered species. Federal and state 
wildlife agencies ore in the last 
two years of a seven-year study on 
how to protect and increase the 
number of Colorado squawfish in 
the Son Juan River. 

Some have been found in the 
river between Shiprock and where 
the river enters Lake Powell in 
Utah. 

Crist said the few squawfish in 
the San Juan River, upriver from 
Lake Powell, have a limited breed- 
ing area in water more silty than 
areas upstream toward Farmington. 

What’s important is the abun- 
dance of cobbles lining the river 
between Farmington and 
Shiprock, compared to a sillier 
river bottom toward Lake Powell. 

“The (squowfish) eggs go down’ 
into the Cobbles and then there’s a 


lot of water flowing over the cob- 
bles, and if the cobbles .-ire not' . 
silted in. that provides a lot of 
oxygen to the eggs so the fish cun 
spawn better." Crist said. 

He said another benefit fish lad- 
ders would provide is getting 
squawfish farther upsireijm where ■ 
newly hatched fish larvae could 
find places to grow. 

■ The lim-ited breeding waters 
now arc so hear Lake Powell tliai 
biologists suspect much of the lar- 
vae and small squawfish wash into 
the lake, to become food for non- 
native predatory fish such as 
striped bass. 

The larvae need calm water in 
which to grow. 

"So. getting the fish up higher in 
the system with the fish passaged 
will allow us to get into better 
spawning areas and provide more . 
time for those larvae to drift down 
river and find those low velocity 
spots,” Crist said.

Gains in mutual funds stir 
urge to sell now, take profits 


NEW YORK (AP) — To many 
mutual fund investors, tire perfor- 
mance of both stoq^ and' bond 
funds so far in 1995 has been al- 
most too good to believe, 

In a year that began with very 
modest expectations all around, 
the average stock fund jumped 
16,63 percent from the stan of the 
year through June, reports Lipper 
Analytical Services Inc. 

Over the same span, bond 
funds, which had been in severe 
disfavor after a poor 1994 show- 
ing, climbed 9.11 percent, recov- 
ering much or all of jheir ‘94 loss- 
es in dramatic style. 

As much as this may have de- 
lighted millions of fund owners, it 
has also scared quite a few of 
them. At the very least, there's a 
general feeling that funds’ are 
overdue for some kind of correc- 
tion, if not something more se- 
vere, in the second half of the 
year. 

The forebodings seem to b^ ev- 
erywhere. Wall Street analysts 
note that stock dividend yields are 
at their lowest point in modern 
memory, having fallen past even 
the extreme they reached in 1987 
before the market crash of that 
year. 

Similarly, long-term govern- 
ment bond yields have fallen from 
above 8 percent in late 1994 to 
around 6.5 percent recently, leav- 
ing a much-reduced current return 
available to today's buyer of 
bonds. ' . 

There arc words of caution, as 
well, from respected fund industry 
leaders like John Bogle, chairman 
of the Vanguard Group of funds. 
Bogle recently wrote the large 
numbers of investors inquiring i 



about the firm's index funds to

WASHINGTON — Congrc.ssional 
critics of China’s human rigliis prac- 
tices bowed to reality Wednesday 
and abandoned their attempt to block 
most of China's trade with the Unit- 
ed Slates. 

Faced with the opposition of Presi- 
dent Clinton and the Republican 
leaders of both the House and Sen- 
ate, this bipartisan group of lawmak- 
ers endorsed an alternate resolution 
that condemns China but imposes no 
penalty for its alleged hutWan rights 
(jbuscs and illegal missile sales to 
other countries. 

That bill is scheduled for a House 
I vote Thursday, and is likely to gel 
neai'-unanimous support, but the Sen- 
ate may well never tako it up, accord- 
ing to Senate aides. 

Agreement on the alternative bill 
was reached shortly before a meeting 
of-ihe House Rules Committee, 
which was to schedule timc tp.debaie 
a bill revoking equal tarilT treatment 
for Chinn. 

Under a Cold War era law, Chi- 
na's ability to export to 'the United 
States faces a yearly review by the 
White House and Congress, and in 


most of the la.st six years the House 
has voted ovenvhclmingly to revoke 
this equal tariiT treatment, known as 
mosi-favorcd-nation status. Revok- 
ing it would raise tanffs for imports 
from China, to between 30 percent 
and 40 percent from an average of 3 
percent, and probably block most 
trade. 

Clinton opposes revoking China'.s 
trading privileges, arguing that diplo- 
matic pressure is the only method 
that will convince China to improve 
its human rights standards and better : 
.control weapons proliferation. Aides 
to Clinton have said he would veto a 
bill revoking MFN, and his position 
has been supported by House Speak- 
er Newt Gingrich. R-Ga., and Senate 
Majority Leader Bob Dole. R-Kan.. 

At the Rules Committee meeting, 
the principal actors in Congress on 
the China debate threw their weight 
behind the alternative bill sponsored 
by Rep. Douglas Bcrcutcr, R-Neb. 

The bill condemns.a loilg.list.of 

Chinese detions — some of them 
clear violations of existing interna- 
tional agreements — but does not 
disturb trading relations or otherwise 
-penalize China if its government ig- 
nores these entreaties. 


Merger would create Nation’s largest railroad 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Burling- 
ton Northem'Inc. and Santa Fc Pa- 
cific Corp. arc urging federal regula- 
tors to approve their $4 billion merg- 
er to create the nation's largest rail- 
road. 

. But some railroods and shippers 
* concerned about reduced competi- 
tion sought special government pro- 
tection in the deal. And the Justice 
Department also coutioned against 
“competitive harm” if the transaction 
were approved unconditionally. 


“There will be some things that 
we will give a second look at,” said 
J.J. Simmons, a member of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

The agency scheduled a vote to- 
day. 

Betty Jo Christian of Fort Worth.. 
Texas-based Burlington Northern 
'told the ICC Wednesday that 
Burlington Northern and Santa Fe 
had negotiated agreements with 
chief rivals Southern Pacific and 
Union Pacific that ‘.‘we believe satis- 


fy all of the legitimate competitive 
concerns.” 

The deals generally allow those ri- 
vals to use Burlington Northern or 
Schaumburg, III. -based Santa Fc 
lines for a fee, in order to preserve 
two-railroad competition in several-, 
states. 

But Joan S. Huggler of the Justice 
Department said it appears the fees 
“may be too high to allow the tenant 
to replicilie the pre-merger competi- 
tive balance” in the afiected markets.
